American airplanes will no 
longer be sold to Japan. 

This fact became ovident to-day 
when the United Aircraft ‘ Cor- 
poration, only firm to have re-— 
fused compliance with - State 
Secretary Cordell Hull’s recom- 
mendations in this respect, stated . 
-that it too will stop shipments to 
Japan.
